| Thenumerous Christian sects in the early centuries of Christianity , 
which mostly had their origin.jn Judaism, sufficiently prove that 


their seed must have beén previewsly disseminated. [listory 
seldom acquaints us with the first origin; in its pages, the fruit 


| is seen, but the grain from which it germinated is not recognised. 
_ Even the Jewish sects in Palestine were then not distinguished 
| by a different mode of worship, nor entirely divided as separate 


communities. Their nationality, daily intercourse, united pos- 


f sessions, ties of relationship, political interests, and above all, 
their common sufferings —all these tended to extinguish the 
lames of religious warfare, especially 2s all were animated with an 
expectation of the Messiah. But when the nation was dispersed, 
and the brillianey of that hope becarr2 more and more faint, a 


necessity arose for establishing everywhere a certain system of | 


laws and religion, and various opinions naturally manifested them- 


selves according to the diverse situatiens into which the different | 


| communities had been thrown. The Academies established in 


Palestine, and afterwards in Persia, did much to preserve a unity | 


truly admirable, but they could not extirpate every discrepancy. 
Those sprouts that had already taken root continued to be 
cherished, and underwent the usual’ historical metamorphoses. 
Some of them perished for want of careful attention: and others 
Were so much changed by the influence of dissimilar ideas, often 
introduced unconsciously, that they could no longer be recognised. 


Thus we must not be surprised, after the lapse of centuries © 


abounding in political and religious revolutions, to perceive frag- 


Ments and fresh offshoots of old sects, which might seem to have > 


long before vanished from existence. We have to regret the 
absence of a minute account of their several dogmas, or at least, 
their essential deviations from one another, and a history of their 
evelopement, 
We are informed by a record from the period when the Arabs 
Were flourishing: in the East, that more than eight hundred years 
after the destruction of the temple, many creeds derived from 
udaism were in existence, partly related to the old Samaritamism, 
Which is not quite extinguished yet, and partly connected with 
Saduceeism, to which the dogma of Boethius is nearest, and indeed

is generally coupled with it by the ancients; the last.two are, 
if not the root of Karaism, at least very cognate creeds, as may 
be inferred from the writings of some earlier Karaites, who do not 
share the caution of their modern successors. The record

Abdallah,) from the time of Calif Mansur, who pretended to be 
the promised Messiah, He is the author of several works, and 
arranged some prayer-books, in which he retained the eighteen 
blessings (nnwy ninw) of the Rabbins and the three divisions 


of Schema, but introduced seven different times for prayer. The 


festivals are also celebrated by this sect in the same manner as by 
the Rabbins; but divorce is prohibited among them as among the 
Sadduceans; and, like the Rechabites, they abstain from wine; 
they also abstain from animal food.

But it is the customary ceremonial of this grand fes- 
tival of the Possesso, the episode, which has more particularly called 
our attention to this solemn day; the Jews of Rome erected a tri- 
umphal arch not far from the Coliseum, and near to that of Fitus Ves- 
ian, and they there awaited the arrival of the sovereign chief of 


Christianity, to whom their Rabbin, in presenting him with a copy of | 


the Pentateuch, repeated these sacramental words : — 


“« Here are the laws and statutes of the Eternal, as given to Moses for 
the observance of eur futhers and their posterity. We present them to 


your Holiness, humbly praying that, during your pontificate, they may be 


fulfilled tn their strictest tntegrity, in order that the Almighty may bless 
‘the reign of your Holiness, and grant you days of’ peace and salvation !” 


Formerly the Pope replied to these wishes and compliments in a 
prescribed form ; he said to the Jewsof Rome: — 


—& Trespect the Law of Moses, but I do not approve the inlerpretation — 


you give it, by rejecting the Messiah, whose Vicar I am. ‘the Eternal 
has dispersed you throughout the earth, in order that you might recog- 


| mise that peace and salvation are only to be found in Christianity.” 


You are too good, my Lord, to adhere to this dry formulary; 
and, doubtless, some cheering expressions of benevolence will have 
assured the Israelites of Rome, that your noble heart has equal sym- 
pathy for all your subjects, without reference to creed. How delightful, 


had this day been solemnised by a ray of hope, to have illumined the || 
melancholy hearts of these devoted children, who behold with grief | 


_ their father displaying a preference for the youngest of his sons, and 
unjustly repulsing the eldest! What joy you would have generated 


among the Israelites dispersed throughout the earth, and what happiness — 
_ you would have conferred on your subjects of the Mosaic faith, had | 


you permitted them to have a gleam of the hope of liberty! 


_ Long enough, too long, have the Israelites of Rome been compelled 
to move at the expense of a thousand tortures, in the iron circle 


prescribed to them by the narrow compass of intolerance. But they 
also have progressed ; they have learnt to distinguish duty and right ; 


they have increased in knowledge, instruction, and patriotism; the — 
eagle will not, without being. suffocated, remain ionger enclosed in that 
ignoble cage which they call the Ghetto. Religious liberty, which is 


making such rapid progress throughout the world, needs the sanction 
ofthe Sovereign Pontiff; and it appears Providence has placed you, in 
these days of restoration, as the vanguard of Catholicism, to point out 
the path which leads to toleration. Religious distinctions will finally 
become impotent in the reign of the sovereignty of justice; as kings 


themselves were formerly dethroned by papal authority, so must 


Popes vanish in the presence of God. The revolutions among nations, 
which have been actively progressing during the past fifty years, must 
not remain unproductive; the flames of these scattered light-houses 
have revived Europe, and their red reflections ought to enlighten the 
Roman purple. | 

My Lord! By your holy life, by your extensive knowledge, by your 


_ enlightened mind, by the happy epoch of your ascending the ponti- — 
ical throne, you appear to have been selected by Almighty God, whom || 


we all alike extol, to decree the emancipation of the Israelites; will 
you have courage to attempt this praiseworthy task? You abolish 
abuses — why allow those to exist, under which the innocent Israelites 
are groaning? You protect justice —why tolerate the most lamentable 
injustice against so remarkable a portion of your subjects, whose only 
crime is— differing from you in interpreting the Law of Moses? 
You invite to Rome commerce and industry, by encouraging railways 


from the rest of Italy to the Eternal City —why then repel the 


Israelites, to whom commerce and industry owe all their progress ?

ameliorated, our adopted country has gained faithful subjects, and the 
Christian religion has not received any detriment. At present, liberty 


_is only denied us in Italy, Spain, and Portugal, three nations who away

Severus-Septimius prohibited his people, by a severe edict, from 


abandoning the religion of his ancestors, to embrace that of Jews or

Diocletian proscribed all dangérous sects, especially Jews and 


Galerius ordered, that all churches should be destroyed, and our 


holy writings burnt; Caligula and Claudius also caused the ornaments 
of Synagogues to share the same fate. 


Constantius Chlorus gave to his officers and servants, Christians or — 


Jews, the option of sacrificing to the ancient divinities, or banishment. 
It was thus,in the early ages, Jews and Christians, Ascetics, Gnostics, 

Manichees, Priscillianists, and all those who belonged to the thousand 

other sects which then sprang from dying Judaism and rising Christianity, 


were equally exposed to ostracism or death. At the same period, when — 
cur numerous ancestors were dying for their faith, there fell under the - 


hands of the executioners, Pope Saint Victor, in the year 202 ; Urban, 


in 225; Sixtus in 258 ; and the legendaries declare all Popes martyrs, .

Besides, prior to the destruction of Jerusalem, the Jews inhabited 
Rome, and occupied, amongst other quarters of the city, that of 
Trastivere. The classic authors frequently allude to the importance 
they had acquired. They enjoyed full liberty and every right; they 


had their public Synagogues, and received special protection from 
Cesar, Augustus, Tiberius, and Claudius, | 


influence was a subject of public complaint. In the reign of Vespasian 
they resorted in large numbers to Kome. Adrian granted them his 
protection. Nerva favored them, Alexander Severus caused their 


worship to be respected, and assimilated them with other Roman citigens. — 


Julian, Valens, and Theodosius, regarded them with kindness, as also 
Caracalla, who was supposed to belong to the Jewish faith, because he was 
circumcised, and abstained from eating swine's flesh. When the Goths 
invaded Italy, the rights of the Jews of Rome were not interfered with; 
and Theodoricwas animated with such admirable sentiments of toleration 
towards them, that he censured the Senate for having permitted the 
populace to burn one of their synagogues, and he proclaimed the 
following eternal maxim: That no person should be constrained in his 
faith, all violence in matters of religion being criminal. . 
Why has not this wise principle, honored in barbarous ages, in- 
fluenced the conduct of civilised Monarchs ?

A APPEAL. 


Among the many calls made on the affluent to enetebe their behigtelenee 

the cause of humanity, there is none that demands greater or more 
immediate assistance than the distress existing atnong the majority of poor 
jewish married females during their accouchement. 

The bitter distress that abounds among this class of persons, and this 
gestitution being known to many whose locality places them near the 

residences of those afflicted families, cansed their commiseration, and deter- 
mined some benevolent persons to erect an Institution, whereby they might 
be enabled to render assistance, and to remedy the deplorable condition 
which unfortunately exists, by supplying the needy females with Bread, 
Meat, Grocery, and Coals, during the month of their confinement. 

This Society commenced in April last, and such were the feelings which 
excited the middle class of our nation, that the endeavours of the Founders 
were crowned with success, by voluntary contributions pouring in. It was 
then considered advisable by its Founders not to operate for at least a twelve- 
month, that they might realise a fund to carry out their benevolent views ; 
but a heart-rending case came before them, their humanity was aroused, 
and induced them to alter their resolution, by relieving that worthy but 
distressed family from starvation. Since that occurrence, many calls have 
been made on them, and relief has been afforded to about twenty poor 
-jndustrious families, Continual application now constantly being made, 
the Directors are apprehensive, that, unless. aided by the influential and 
wealthy, they must relinquish the task of doing that good which their 
humanity intended,
